HAVE SOME FLOWERS. 
Good quality seeds of the standard 
kinds of garden flowers are so cheap 
and the little plants are so easy to 
a tart t lint there is no excuse except 
laziness and indifference th a t can be 
offered why the poorest family should 
not have plenty of dowers in their sea­ 
son. 
Pansies, asters, salvias, nastur­ 
tiums and other varieties will furnish 
lots of bloom, and from tin* time the 
first flowers appear throughout the sea­ 
son there should be some of tho cut 
flowers in the house. 
The pansy seed 
should be started right away, and re­ 
set a couple of times if necessary be­ 
fore being put in their permanent po­ 
sition. 
They 
bloom 
best 
In cooler 
w eather; lienee it is best to put the 
bod where they will be in the shade a 
part of the day. 
The aster seed may 
be sown in a Lied as soon as the frost 
is out of the ground and may be reset 
In their perm anent bed w hen they are 
three or four inches high. 
The seed 
of the nasturtium should be pin ti ted 
where it is intended the plants should 
grow. 
Tile salvias may be started in 
the house or hotbed and the plants re­ 
set after the danger of frost is over. 
There are other annual and permanent 
bedding flowers, which some may pre­ 
fer and which are easily raised.
